THE PLAGUE IN TUNG KUN. 
ae + 2 

The followIng official report cf the bubonle 
plague in Tunkun dlatrict, In the province of 
Kwangtung, about fifty miles frrm Hongkong, 
was published in the Government Gasetle on 
Saturday. It endorses the reports on the 
aame subject which from tlme to time durlog the 
past four of five weeks appeated In the 
Hongkone Telegraph. The state of affairs as 
sat forth by Dr. Westcott, though by. no means 
serlous at the present time, indicates elements 
which, [t appears, many possibly develop 
into a somewhat serious epidemic at no distant 
date, and It therefore behoves the Government 
to keep a sharp watch on passengers arriving 
from that part of the m-inland. The report reads 
as follows :— - 

Hongkong, 7th January, 1895. 

Sipn,—T have the honour to report that] 
rocecded to Tung Kun on the 27th ultimo te 
Investigate the disease atated to be prevalent 
there. . : i 

I was accompanied from Canton by. Ms. 
F.S. A, Hourne, the Vice-Consul at that port. 


> At Tung Kun on the “41st December, I inter- 


viewed Dr. Kiihne, of the Rhenlsh Mission, who 
has heen resident at the Mission Hospital for 
the last seven years, and he {normed me~~ 

1. That the Chinese Doctor at Shek Lung, a 
large town on the Fast River, 8 miles N.W, 
of Tung Kun, was at Tung Kun on the 29th 
November, 1894, and reported that he had 
heard about several cases of plagne In Shek 
Lung, and that he had ‘had one case undeér 
his own treatment which died in 3 days, 
the axillary plands belng affected. 

- That he had heard from his Chinese teachor 
thatin Tung Kon on the 3rd December a 
boy ro years old came to the Hospttal 
proundefrom the country to see some friends, 
and In the evening’ he became {ll and died 
on the follnwing night from hiph temperatore 
and syncope, His grandmother, living In 

_the same house, became ill 6 days af‘er- 
wards, and on the second diy of the disease, 
she scnt to borrow Dr, Kilhne’s clinical 
thermometer, which, on return, registered 
1o2z deg. ; she dled on the third day and her 
family clrculated x report that the Doctor’s 
thermometer bad caused her axillary.gl ind 
to swell, : 

3. That en the afternoon of the roth December 
a Chinaman was elite sugar and water In 
the streets, and in the cveniog he was dead

Dr. Kiihne belng onable to give any 
evidence of the existence of plague at the 
present time, kindly pleced bls Chinese 
Medical Assistant, and Chinese Teacher, (who 
{a also a medical pract'toner in the town) 
at my disposal, ard U sent these men and also 
@ native of the town, who was sent from 
Hongkong’ with me, to try to discover if the 


' Inhabitants were dying in unusual numbers from 


any discase, and I offered a reward of $10 to 


‘any one who would show me a case of plague’ 
. In any stage, or a body dead of the disease, 


They reporledupext day that they wers unable to 
discover any chSe, and that no unusual slckoese 
prevailed, : 

«In the meantime I called on several native 
doctors In different paris of the town, and sent for 
others to come to me, and thelr evidence was to 
the effcct that there had been some cases of 
bubonic plague durinp the last 6 weeks, but that 
the latest they bad heard of occured about 10 
days ugo ; they could not take me to see s case, 
but were willlng to keep any affected person, 


“who might consult them at. thelr dispensaries, for 


me to see, If] would walt In the nelghbourhond, 
and pay for a coffin should the patient dle after 
seelng me. : 

In consequence of (he report from Shek Lung, 
T visited that town with Dr. Kiihne, Mr, Bourne 
and Interpreter Quincey, At the place of 
embarkation on the N, of the town, I wan an 
object of interest to the crowd of boatmen, 
they were evidently: {naplred by some fea: 
one of them shouted—"' Don't go too near, as be 
will drag you to him, and cut you fn two,” this 
belng the treatment eccorded to thelr countrymen 
by the foreign doctora in Hongkong, according 
to pamphlets circulated in this and other towns 
during the epidemic in Hongkong. 

At Shek Lung, a large, dirty, and overcrowded: 
town, we were followed hy a large crowd, princl- 


‘pally of yelling children, and the demeanour of 


the Inhabitants was sullen and unfrlendly. 

On artival at the house of Dr, Muk, the 
children were kept outside, but the men followed 
us in, and Insisted on: remaining during the 
interview, 

Dr. Mis, a Christlan Chinese medical practl- 
toner who waa for 6 years First Assistant to Dr.
